1.  Vaccination  Staff"  employed. — The  following  table  gives  the

The  cadre  of  Sub-Assistant  Surgeons  receiving  vaccination  allow¬ 
ance  or  otherwise  employed  in  the  Department  was  increased  by  five 
due  to  the  creation  of  the  additional  post  of  Medical  Registrar  of  Regis¬ 
tration  and  Vaccination  in  the  Corporation  of  Rangoon.  There  was 
an  addition  of  one  in  the  cadre  of  Inspectors  of  Vaccination  employed, 
accounted  for  by  the  filling  up  of  the  vacancy  in  Kyaukpyu  District. 
The  two  vacant  Inspectorships  in  Amherst  and  Myingyan  Districts 
have  not  yet  been  filled.  The  permanent  establishment  of  vaccinators 
was  increased  by  three,  viz.,  one  in  Yandoon  Municipality  and  two  in 
Myingyan  District.  The  vaccination  establishments  in  the  Federated 
Shan  States  were  re-organized  from  ist  September  1923,  and  the 
Supervisors  of  Vaccination  employed  in  the  districts  of  Upper  Burma 
and  in  Kyaukpyu  and  Sandoway  Districts  were  granted  increased 
rates  of  pay  by  Government  from  ist  March  1923, — their  designation 
being  changed  to  that  of  Inspectors  of  Vaccination.  The  Vaccination 
staff  was  depleted  by  the  death  of  two  Inspectors  of  Vaccination, —one 
at  Prome  and  the  other  in  Taikkvi  Subdivision  of  Insein  District.  The 
Inspector  in  Sagaing  District  was  invalided  owing  to  ill-health,  and  the 
Inspector  of  Sandoway  District  was  removed  for  absenting  himself 
from  duty  without  the  permission  of  the  Civil  Surgeon.  Seven  vacci¬ 
nators  were  either  removed  or  dismissed  from  the  service  for  various 
reasons. 

2.  Vaccination  Work  performed. — The  total  number  of  operations 
reported  during  the  year  1923-24,  as  performed  by  the  permanent  and 
special  staffs  of  the  Department  and  other  agencies, — excluding 
vaccinations  in  Dispensaries  and  Jails, — was  752,44 7,  of  which 
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544,34!  were  primary  operations  and  208,106  re-vaccinations.  Out 
of  41  districts  from  which  reports  have  been  received,  F4  districts  show 
a  total  decrease  of  46,280  as  compared  with  their  last  year’s  figure, 
while  the  remaining  27  districts  return  an  increase  of  100,898  opera¬ 
tions.  Thus  there  has  been  a  net  increase  of  54,618  operations  under 
both  heads.  Of  these,  23,32  3  were  primary  and  31,295  re-vaccinations. 
The  increase  in  many  instances  has  resulted  from  the  prevalence  of 
small-pox  in  various  parts  of  the  Province.  In  comparison  with  last 
year,  Akyab  shows  the  greatest  falling  off  of  vaccination  work 
(—16,848), — followed  by  Kyaukpyu  (—14,338), — whereas  Pakbkku 
(including  the  Hill  Tracts)  shows  an  increase  of  13,899  and  Myingyan 
an  increase  of  10,085.  The  former  deficit  however  is  largely  explained 
by  the  fact  that  very  high  figures  were  recorded  during  the  previous 
year. 

3.  Pri  inary  Vaccination. — Successful  primary  operations  per¬ 
formed  in  rural  areas  amounted  to  514,577  with  an  increase  of  26,369 
over  the  work  of  the  previous  year.  The  districts  showing  a  consider¬ 
able  increase  in  the  number  of  successful  operations  performed  as 
compared  with  last  year,  are  Myaungmya  (  +  5^39),  Southern  Shan 
States  (  +  4,775),  Thaton  (  +  4,119),  Northern  Shan  States  (  +  4,083), 
Pakftkku  (  +  2,781),  Yamfethin  ( +  2,453),  Pyapon  (  +  2,216),  Sagaing 
(  +  i,7I3),  Hanthawaddy  (  +  1 , 5 5 3) ^  Ma-ubin  (+  f »55 1)*  Mandalay 
(  +  1,507),  Pegu  (+1,406)  and  Meiktila  (  +  1,254).  A  decrease  in 
successtul  primary  vaccinations  is  shown  only  in  12  districts,  the  most 
notable  amongst  them  being  Kyaukpyu  (  —  7,508;,  Magwe  (  —  2,132), 
Toungoo  (  —  2,041),  Upper  Chindvvin  (  —  2,012)  and  Sandoway 

(-1,584). 

Lower  Bur  mi. — Taking  the  different  Divisions  separately, — the 
Irrawaddy  Division  has  done  well,  having  an  excess  of  9,196  successful 
primary  operations  to  its  credit;  Bassein  District  is  the  only  defaulter, 
with  a  deficit  of  1,291  operations  below  its  last  year’s  figures; 
Tenasserim  Division  shows  a  net  excess  of  5h86  cases  contributed 
mainly  by  Thaton  District  with  4,119  additional  operations.  The  two 
districts  of  Salween  and  Tavoy  show  a  falling  off  of  264  and  63  cases 
respectively  from  last  year’s  figures.  Arakan  Division  as  a  whole  shows 
a  decrease  of  9,494  compared  with  its  previous  year’s  outturn.  The 
district  of  Kyaukpyu  reported  15,588  primary  operations  for  1922-23  ; 
this,  coupled  with  the  fact  that  during  the  year  under  report  there  was 
no  outbreak  of  small-pox  in  the  district,  explains  the  fall  in  operations 
for  this  year  to  8,080  under  this  head.  The  remaining  deficit  for  the 
Arakan  Division  is  accounted  for  mainly  by  the  fall  in  Sandoway 
(—1,584).  An  explanation  similar  to  the  one  stated  above  for 
Kyaukpyu  is  noted  in  the  Annual  Report  of  Sandoway  District ; 
but  the  Deputy  Commissioner  remarks, — “  It  is  not  satisfactory  that 
the  marked  improvement  in  1922-23  should  have  been  followed  by  a 
falling-off  in  1923-24.  A  capable  and  qualified  Superintendent  or  an 
Inspector  of  Vaccination  is  much  needed  and  steps  are  being  taken  to 
nominate  a  suitable  person.  The  practice  of  inoculation,  which  is 
common,  has  now  become  illegal  by  the  extension  of  Section  3  of  the 
Burma  Prohibition  of  Inoculation  and  Licensing  of  Vaccinators  Act  to 
the  district  from  1st  April  1924.  There  is  no  active  opposition  to 
vaccination  in  the  district.”  The  Hill  District  of  Arakan  is  the  only 
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one  showing  an  increase  this  year,  * e.f  127  operations  more  than  were 
done  last  year.  In  the  Rangoon  Division,  Hanthawaddy  shows  good 
work  with  an  increase  of  1,553.  Of  the  Pegu  Division,  with  the 
exception  of  Toungoo  District,  ail  districts  show  an  increase  in 
primary  vaccination  5  the  fall  in  Toungoo  District  amounted  to  2,041 
operations  and  this  is  reported  to  have  been  due  to  several  changes 
amongst  the  vaccination  staff  owing  to  illness.  The  appointments  of 
District  Vaccinators  in  Pyu  (B)  and  Railway  Towns  Circles  had  to  be 
left  vacant  for  two  and  one  months  respectively  for  this  reason.  In 
spite  of  this,  Pegu  Division  as  a  whole  has  a  net  increase  of  1,873 
primary  operations  over  its  previous  year’s  work, 

•  Upper  Burma,  Diviions  and  districts  have  all  done  well,  with 
the  exception  of  Magwe  and  Upper  Chindwin.  In  Mandalay  Division, 
every  district  shows  a  marked  increase  with  the  exception  of  Magwe, 
which  gives  a  decrease  of  2,132  primary  vaccinations.  The  remaining 
six  districts  of  this  division  contribute  a  totalincrease  of  7,064,  Yamethin 
heading  the  list  with  an  increase  of  2,453,  Mandalay  following  next 
with  an  increase  of  1,507.  The  return  under  the  head  of  successful 
primary  vaccinations  for  Magwe  District  last  year  was  20,213,  while 
this  year  it  was  18,081, — the  highest  actual  figure  in  this  division. 
Considering  the  total  out-turn  of  work  for  the  last  two  years  in  Magwe 
District,  the  current  year’s  decrease  may  be  regarded  as  a  natural 
consequence  ; — moreover,  on  the  outbreak  of  small-pox  this  year  in 
this  district,  re-vaccination  was  vigorously  carried  out,  resulting  in  an 
increase  of  1,216  over  its  last  year’s  figures,  and  providing  the  highest 
return  for  this  division,  vi%.9  5,893.  In  the  North-West  Border  Division 
the  only  two  districts  which  show  a  decrease  are  Upper  Chindwin 
(  —  2,012)  and  Katha  (  —  421);  all  other  districts  having  returned 
increased  figures,  thus  effecting  a  net  increase  for  the  division  as  a 
-whole.  The  North-East  Frontier  Division  has  returned  an  excess  of 
9,236  primary  operations  over  the  figure  for  last  year.  The  main 
contributors  were  the  Northern  Shan  States  (4*4,083)  and  Southern 
Shan  States  (4-4,775), — Myitkyina  being  the  only  district  in  this 
Division  to  show  a  decrease  with  307  fewer  operations.  The  Civil 
Surgeon,  in  explanation  of  this,  states  that  two  large  tracts  of  hill 
country  were  completely  protected  in  1922-23  by  locally  trained 
vaccinators,  who  consequently  had  comparatively  little  to  do  this  year. 

4.  Re-vaccinations. — Altogether  12  districts  in  Lower  Burma  and 
14  districts  in  Upper  Burma  show  an  increased  outturn  in  re-vaccination, 
and  10  districts  in  Lower  Burma  and  5  in  Upper  Burma  return  a 
decrease,— the  sum  total  of  the  increase  being  12,785  and  of  the 
decrease  being  18,823,  leaving  a  net  increase  for  the  Province  of  3,962 
under  this  head.  Arakan  Division  was  mainly  responsible  for  the 
decrease,  ail  districts  having  returned  smaller  figures  than  in  the 
previous  year,  making  a  total  deficit  of  12,654;  but  in  1922-23  this 
division  reported  43,024  primary  and  18,845  re-vaccinations,  and  the 
current  year’s  corresponding  figures  are  33,530  and  6,191  respectively. 
Reviewing  the  total  output  of  work  for  the  two  years  together  it  may 
be  noted  that  during  the  current  year  the  whole  division  has  been 
practically  free  from  any  outbreak  of  small-pox,  so  it  is  only  natural  that 
the  present  figu'es  should  be  lower  than  those  for  last  year.  Rangoon 
town  has  been  visited  this  year  by  a  very  virulent  type  of  small-pox 
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(confluent)  and  this  accounts  for  the  increase  of  2,495  cases  under 
re- vaccination.  Thayetmyo,  Thaton  and  Tavoy  report  a  noticeable 
increase  in  the  number  of  successful  re-vaccinations, — the  reason  for 
the  larger  numbers  being  the  outbreak  of  small-pox  in  these  districts. 
The  high  figures  of  Thaton  District,  both  under  primary  and  re-vacci¬ 
nations  ( 4-  4,1 19  and  -f  1,453^,  compare  very  favourably  with  the  figures 
for  1921-22,  after  the  temporary  decrease  in  work  last  year. 

Among  the  districts  of  Upper  Burma,  Myingyan  and  Minbu  (which 
returned  2,334  and  1,142  respectively  under  re-vaccination  last  year) 
have  returned  5,744  and  4,178  for  the  year  under  report,  the  advance 
being  due  to  the  outbreak  of  an  epidemic  in  each  of  these  districts. 
Mention  may  also  be  made  of  Pakokku,  Mandalay  and  Magwe  as 
returning  high  figures  under  the  present  head. 

It  should  be  noted  that  vaccination  is  voluntary  in  most  rural 
areas,  since  the  Vaccination  Act  has  unfortunately  not  yet  been 
generally  applied.  Thayetmyo,  Tharrawaddy  and  Toungoo  at  present 
appear  to  be  the  only  districts  where  the  value  of  such  legislation 
is  appreciated  and  where  the  Act  is  now  in  force.  No  doubt  other 
districts  will  in  time  follow  suit.  From  reports  received  there  is 
evidence  that  there  is  little  opposition  to  vaccination,  and  parents 
on  the  whole  willingly  accede  to  the  advice  given  and  influence 
exerted  by  the  more  enlightened  village  headmen,  more  especially  when 
local  officers  take  an  active  interest  in  Vaccination  propaganda.  In 
Burma  the  main  incentive  to  undergo  vaccination  is  an  outbreak 
of  the  disease,  but  next  to  this  must  be  placed  the  personal  influence 
which  local  authorities,  official  and  non-official,  bring  to  bear  in  educa¬ 
ting  the  people  around  them.  In  many  reports  note  has  been  made 
by  Commissioners,  Deputy  Commissioners,  and  Civil  Surgeons  express¬ 
ing  their  appreciation  of  the  keenness  displayed  by  certain  Inspectors 
of  Vaccination  and  Vaccinators,  and  this  speaks  well  for  the 
possibilities  of  the  future  and  shows  that  local  authorities  in  many 
places  are  waking  up  to  the  importance  of  vaccination  and  the 
dangers  of  inoculation.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  parents  will  likewise 
soon  realize  their  responsibilities  and  that  the  days  of  universal 
vaccination  within  six  months  of  birth,  and  of  re-vaccination  at  ten 
years  of  age,  are  not  too  far  distant,  for  then  only  can  we  expect  to 
make  small-pox  a  stranger  in  the  land  ! 

Statt.  I.  5.  Results  of  Vaccinations. — Primary  operations  verified  as  success¬ 
ful  show  an  advance  of  26,369  on  the  previous  year's  return,  and  total 
5X4>577  as  against  488,108  in  1922-13  and  457,983  in  1931-22.  The 
results  remained  unknown  in  21,269  cases,  and  there  were  only  8,495 
cases  reported  as  failures,  in  comparison  with  9,601  failures  with 
23,209  unknown  results  in  the  previous  year.  Percentage  successes 
in  primary  vaccinations  were  therefore  98'38  and  in  re-vaccinations 
46*76  as  against  98*10  and  53*68  respectively  in  1922-23.  In  Lower 
Burma,  Tharrawaddy  District  heads  the  list  with  a  success  rate  of 
99*96  per  cent,  in  primary  cases  ;  Prome  and  Pyapon  follow  with  99*91 
per  cent,  and  99*82  per  cent,  respectively ;  whilst  the  lowest  rate  is 
reported  from  Mergui  89*60  per  cent. 

Among  the  districts  of  Upper  Burma,  the  maximum  success  rate 
of  100  per  cent,  was  reported  from  Myitkyina  District,  and  close 
upon  this  come  Meiktila  with  99*93  per  cent,  and  Kyauksfc  99*71 
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per  cent.  Putao  returns  the  lowest  rate  of  86'6o  per  cent,  but  this,  the 
Civil  Surgeon  explains,  was  due  to  the  fact  that  a  large  number  of  cases 
have  to  remain  unverified  owing  to  the  vast  area  included,  and  to  the 
fact  that  the  escort  Sub-Assistant  Surgeon  and  others  on  duty  are 
unable  to  return  by  the  same  route  as  that  taken  on  the  outward 
journey. 

6.  V accinationin  Towns . — There  are  61  towns  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Vaccination  Act,  and  from  these  95,905  operations  are  reported 
to  have  been  performed,  out  of  which  42,394  were  primary  and 
53,511  were  re* vaccinations.  An  increase  of  2,202  cases  is  obtained 
under  re-vaccinations,  whereas  the  figure  for  primary  vaccination  is 
almost  the  same  as  that  for  the  previous  year.  Towns  in  which  the 
work  of  re-vaccination  has  markedly  slackened  are  Akyab,  Pyinmana 
and  Yenangyaung ;  while  Salin,  Yandoon,  Ma-ubin,  Wakema,  Allan- 
myo  and  Prome  show  an  excellent  advance  in  this  respect.  Pyu  is 
the  only  town  which  has  done  no  re-vaccination  at  all  ;  and  with 
regard  to  primary  vaccination  this  year’s  figure  (193)  is  far  below  that 
of  last  year  (272).  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  post  of  vaccinator 
was  vacant  for  five  months  in  the  year,  and  the  appointment  changed 
hands  twice  during  the  rest  of  the  year.  Yenangyaung  returns  only 
170  and  430  cases  of  primary  and  re-vaccinations  respectively,  as 
against  1,227  and  1,531  of  last  year.  The  explanation  is  to  be  found 
in  the  fact  that  there  wras  a  big  outbreak  of  small  pox  there  last  year 
and  the  resulting  vaccination  left  little  to  be  done  during  the  year 
under  review. 

The  percentage  successes  of  primary  and  re-vaccinations  are  98'92 
and  53*23, — those  for  the  previous  year  being  98*95  and  57  27  respec¬ 
tively.  Amongst  primary  vaccinations,  the  lowest  percentage  of 
successes  was  shown  against  Yandoon  (86*20),  and  Pyawbwe  obtained 
only  91 ’94  per  cent,  while  as  many  as  24  towns  reported  the  maxi¬ 
mum  result  of  100  per  cent.  Myanaung  is  at  the  bottom  of  the  list 
in  the  matter  of  re-vaccinations,  (only  25  successful)  the  percentage  of 
successful  to  total  known  cases  being  8-71.  Pakfikku  appears  next 
above  it  with  9*13  per  cent,  in  this  respect. 

7.  Infant  Vaccination. — In  the  whole  Province  the  number  of  Appdx. 
births  registered  in  61  towns  was  31,857  of  which  9, 1 67  infants  under  g 

one  year  of  age  died  during  the  year,  leaving  22,690  survivors  avail¬ 
able  for  vaccination.  Successful  operations  are  reported  to  have 
been  performed  on  25,103  infants.  The  fact  that  33  towns  returned 
as  vaccinated  a  number  of  infants  in  excess  of  those  apparently 
available  is  probably  to  be  accounted  for  by  interchange  between 
urban  and  rural  populations,  and  the  large  number  of  births  unregis¬ 
tered.  As  in  previous  years,  in  many  towns  a  number  of  infants  under 
12  months  of  age  appear  to  evade  vaccination.  Comment  in  expla¬ 
nation  of  such  omission  is  not  forthcoming.  In  some  instances  no 
doubt  vaccination  is  postponed  owing  to  ill-health,  and  in  others  family 
migration  is  the  explanation ;  but,  after  making  due  allowance  for 
both,  it  is  apparent  that  the  Vaccination  Acts  are  not  enforced  with 
any  thoroughness  in  certain  towns.  There  are  no  less  than  20  towns 
in  which  over  10  per  cent,  of  available  infants  are  unvaccinated,  the 
most  prominent  among  them  being  Shwebo  with  41*20  per  cent. 

Paungdfc  with  3913  per  cent.,  Kyaukpyu  with  37  37  per  cent. 
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Yamfcthin  with  33*  1 7  per  cent.,  Wakfcma  with  32*42  per  cent.,  Mergur 
30*72  per  cent.,  Yenangyaung  39*34  per  cent.,  Pakokku  37*73  per  cent., 
Henzada  27*55  per  cent,  and  Sagaing  26*30  per  cent.  These  towns 
are  incurring  a  grave  danger  which  they  would  do  well  to  realise. 

It  has  been  pointed  out  elsewhere  that  the  registration  of  births 
in  many  towns  is  not  satisfactory  and  this  naturally  militates  against 
improving  the  state  of  vaccination  in  such  towns. 

8.  Dispensary  Vaccination . — The  total  number  of  operations  was 
6,338, — an  increase  of  1,708  on  the  previous  year's  returns,— this  being 
mainly  contributed  by  the  rise  in  primary  vaccinations  ;  while  under 
the  head  of  re-vaccinations  an  increase  of  only  57  is  recorded.  Five 
of  the  districts  of  Lower  Burma  show  a  total  decrease  of  1 , 1 9 1  c*ses, 
and  these  in  detail  are  Hill  District  of  Arakan  (21),  Kyaukpyu  (63), 
Tharrawaddy  (838),  Bassein  (246)  and  Henzada  (23).  The  districts 
of  Hanthawaddy,  Myaungmya,  Ma-ubin,  Pyapon,  Amherst  and  Mergui 
show  a  total  increase  of  627  cases  over  last  year's  figures.  Thus  in 
the  districts  of  Lower  Burma  which  have  submitted  returns  under  the 
Head  of  Dispensary  Vaccination  there  is  a  net  decrease  of  564 
cases  recorded  this  year.  In  Upper  Burma;  Sagaing,  Lower  Chin- 
dwin,  Yamethin,  Alyingyan,  Minbu  and  Putao  have  submitted  no 
statistics  for  dispensary  vaccination.  Katha  District  and  the  Southern 
Shan  Statesshow  a  decrease  of  146  and  169  cases  respectively  against 
their  last  year’s  returns  ;  while  those  of  the  remaining  districts 
of  Upper  Burma  show  a  consolidated  increase  of  2,587  over  last 
year’s  figures,  so  that  there  is  an  increase  of  3,272  operations.  These 
operations  include  those  performed  by  Sub-Assistant  Surgeons  whilst 
touring  on  escort  and  outpost  duty  in  certain  districts  in  Upper 
Burma. 

9.  Vaccination  in  Jails . — In  an  average  population  of  18,21 1  in 
36  jails  30,943  persons  w^ere  vaccinated;  1,312  being  primary  cases 
and  29,631  being  re-vaccinations.  Of  the  former  class  of  operations, 
1,090  or  83*08  per  cent,  were  successful  and  there  were  14,679 
(49*53  per  cent.)  successful  re-vaccinations.  Considering  the  age  of 
the  subjects,  it  is  probable  that  most  of  these  primary  operations 
wrere  performed  upon  previously  vaccinated  persons. 

10.  Vaccination  by  Private  Practitioner s. — Private  Practitioners 
performed  4,999  operations,  of  which  1,660  were  primary  cases  w  ith 
94*86  per  cent,  of  success.  The  results  of  648  primary  operations  and 
2,047  re-vaccinations  wrere  unknown. 

11.  Steamer  Vaccination. — Under  the  provisions  of  Section  9  of 
the  Burma  Vaccination  Law  Amendment  Act  of  1909,  27,155  passen¬ 
gers  arriving  at  the  Port  of  Rangoon  wrere  vaccinated  by  the 
Corporation  Vaccination  Staff  under  the  supervision  of  the  Port  Health 
Authorities,  but  from  the  nature  of  the  circumstances  attending  such 
operations  the  results  could  not  be  verified.  These  figures  show'  an 
increase  of  9,012  operations  performed  in  comparison  with  the 
previous  year. 

12.  Verification  Work  performed  by  Inspecting  Oficers. — Out 
of  548,054  persons  primarily  vaccinated,  51,594  or  9*41  per  cent,  were 
verified  by  Civil  Surgeons  against  8*39  in  the  previous  year,  and 
286,169  or  52*22  per  cent,  by  Inspectors  of  Vaccination  and  other 
Inspecting  Officers  against  52*52  per  cent,  in  1922-33.  The  work  of 
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verifying  re-vaccination  done  by  the  former  class  of  officers  is  about 
the  same  as  in  the  last  year  (6*52  per  cent,  for  the  current  year 
against  6  80  for  last  year)  ;  whereas  the  latte  r  class  of  officers  claim 
to  have  verified  43*23  per  cent,  as  against  4192  for  last  year.  Veri¬ 
fication  done  by  Inspectors  in  districts  where  large  numbers  were  pri¬ 
marily  vaccinated  was  as  follows  : — 93*84  per  cent,  in  Upper  Chindwin, 
87*16  per  cent,  in  Kangoon,  85  56  in  Aia-ubin,  81  *59  per  cent,  in  Pegu, 
76*38  per  cent,  in  Pyapon,  71*49  percent,  in  Yambthin,  71*01  per 
cent,  in  Mandalay  and  70*77  per  cent,  in  Tavoy.  Under  the  head  of 
<<  Re-vaccination,”  8775  per  cent,  in  Upper  Chindwin,  85-93  per  cent, 
in  Akyab,  70  57  per  cent,  in  Rangoon,  62  04  per  cent,  in  Lower 
Chindwin  and  60  44  per  cent,  in  Ma-ubin  are  reported  to  have  been 
verified  by  the  Inspectors. 

The  Civil  Surgeon,  Lower  Chindwin  District,  has  reported  a  high 
rate  of  verification,  90  71  per  cent,  and  88*13  per  cent,  respectively 
under  the  beads  “  Primary  and  Re-vaccinations.”  He  reports 
Wunthanu  obstruction  as  a  stumbling  block  to  progress  in  vaccination 
in  the  district.  The  Chairman  of  the  District  Council  advises  the 
extension  of  the  Vaccination  Acts.  Among  other  districts  which  return 
large  figures  of  verification  by  District  Officers  are  Myitkyina,  Putao, 
Bhamo,  Yamfcthin,  Meiktila,  Lower  Chindwin,  Chin  Hills,  Aiergui 
and  Sandoway. 

13.  Vaccine  Dep6t)  Meiktila.— During  the  year  334  calves  were 
successfully  inoculated  in  the  Meiktila  Depot.  Out  of  these,  14 
either  failed  to  take  or  yielded  lymph  of  such  poor  quality  that  it  had 
to  be  destroyed.  In  October  1923  a  change  in  technique  was  intro¬ 
duced,  viz.y  the  vaccination  of  calves  before  segregation  instead  of 
after.  The  failure  of  the  14  calves  to  take  properly  was  prior  to  that 
date  but  since  then  there  have  been  no  failures.  The  assumption  is 
that  some  cah  es  while  under  segregation  became  accidentally 
inoculated  with  the  vaccinia  virus.  The  lymph  strain  was  rejuvenated 
during  the  year  by  passage  through  rabbits,  2  i  rabbits  in  all  having 
been  used.  The  issue  of  lymph  to  Superintendents  of  \  accination 
and  others  totalled  962,  J  84  doses  against  956,018  dcses  issued  last 

The  net  expenditure  of  the  department  amounted  to  Rs. 
17^936-8-4  or  a  decrease  of  Rs.  6)769“,^"*°  comparison  with  that 
of  the  previous  year.  There  was  a  marked  decrease  in  expenditure 
under  the  head  of  “  Establishment,  Obher  Subordinates  Salaries,  and 
Travelling  Allowance,”  this  being  due  to  the  smaller  number  of 
apprentice  vaccinators  trained  during  the  year. 

The  cost  of  feeding  calves  has  been  less  than  last  year  owing  to 
better  arrangements  for  buying  grass.  The  sum  of  Rs. 
has  been  realized  by  the  sale  of  lymph  and  vaccinated  calves  and 
has  been  deposited  in  the  treasury.  There  is  still  a  balance  of 
Rs.  491-6-5  realizable  under  the  said  items,  so  the  total  sales  for  the 

year  have  amounted  to  Rs.  6,  476-U-7. 

A  certain  amount  of  lymph  is  still  being  wasted,  though  far  less 
than  was  reported  in  the  previous  year.  This  was  presumably  due 
to  the  Director  of  Public  Health,  Burma,  Circular  No.  487 1  19V.R., 

of  is tt  October  1923,  by  which  Civil  Surgeons  were  directed  to  report 
a  wastage  amounting  to  more  than  *0  per  cent,  of  the  lymph  issued 
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and  to  recover  the  cost  for  culpable  wastage  from  those  responsible. 
Such  reports  have  been  received  from  1 8  places.  The  Director  of 
the  Vaccine  Dep6t  states  that  some  difficulty  is  experienced  in  selling 
calves  after  vaccination.  Only  female  calves  are  used  in  the  Depot, 
and  on  an  average  25  to  30,  of  ages  between  9  and  18  months,  are 
available  for  sale  each  month.-  The  Veterinary  Adviser  to  the 
Government  of  Burma  has  been  addressed  on  this  point  in  the  Tope 
that  he  may  be  able  to  suggest  a  market  for  these  calves. 

During  the  year  certain  experiments  were  carried  out  at  the 
Depot.  Sub-Assistant  Surgeon,  Maung  Kyaw  Din,  inoculated  a  calf 
and  a  rabbit  with  a  mixture  which  was  being  used  by  Burmese  Sayas 
of  Minbu  District  and  which  was  reported  to  produce  vesicles  and  to 
protect  against  small-pox.  The  constituents  of  the  mixture  were 
mare’s  milk,  pink  resin  and  python’s  gall,  and  needless  to  say  the 
inoculation  resulted  in  failure.  The  same  animals  were  later  vacci¬ 
nated  successfully  with  stock  lymph.  Possibly  the  Sayas  added 
small-pox  crust  to  their  mixture  and  produced  true  small-pox  ! 

Two  calves  of  the  same  size  and  colour  (bearing  Nos.  338  and 
339)  were  inoculated  with  lymph  No.  326.  On  the  fourth  day  after 
inoculation  calf  No.  339  had  the  better  vesicles  while  those  of  the 
other  calf  were  poor.  An  abdominal  binder,  soaked  in  distilled 
water  was  applied  three  hourly  to  calf  No.  33^  the  one  with  poorer 
vesicles.  On  the  fifth  day  the  calves  were  scraped  and  No.  338 
produced  twice  as  much  lymph  as  the  other.  Though  it  is  too  early 
to  judge  of  the  quality  of  the  lymph  produced,  it  would  seem  that  the 
application  of  moisture  increases  the  quantity  when  the  weather  is 
hot.  Instructions  are  being  issued  to  test  this  point  very  carefully. 

Rangoon  Corporation  Vaccine  Depot  was  closed  from  1st  April 
*923»  an^  lymph  was  obtained  from  Meiktila  throughout  the  year 
under  report,  the  total  lymph  provided  to  Rangoon  amounting  to 
29,224  tubes. 

14*  7b  awing  C l as s .  Forty-four  apprentice  vaccinators  as  against 
78  last  year  were  trained.  All  passed  except  four,  who  were  allowed 
one  month’s  further  training  by  the  Director  of  Public  Health,  and 
they  also  passed  at  the  expiration  of  the  period.  Twenty-two  Public 
Health  Inspectors  began  their  course  of  vaccination  instruction  on 
24th  March  1924. 

Statt.  I5>  Cast  °f  v*ccination  Department.— The  total  expenditure 

jj  during  the  year  was  Rs.  3,43,262-0-10  as  against  Rs.  3,24,782-7-1 1 

for  1922-23.  The  increase  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  Inspectors 
of  Vaccination  in  some  districts  of  Upper  Burma  have  been  allowed 
to  draw  arrears  of  pay  and  bonus  with  retrospective  effect  from  1st 
March  1923.  Though  there  is  an  excess  of  Rs.  18,479-8-11  in  the 
total  expenditure,  the  average  cost  of  each  successful  vaccination  was 
only  Re.  0-9-3  as  against  Re.  0-9*2  for  the  preceding  year. 

Low  rates  for  each  successful  case  of  vaccination  were  reported 
from  Minbu  (Re.  0-4-8),  Myingyan  and  Magwe  (each  Re.  0-5-3), 
Akyab  (Re.  0-5-4),  Sagaing  (Re.  0-5-5),  Tharrawaddy  (Re.  0-6-4), 
Ma-ubin  (Re.  0-6-7),  Lower  Chindwin  (Re.  0-6-8),  and  Henzada  and 
Pyapon  (each  Re.  0-6-10).  High  rates  were  incurred  at  Pakokku  Hill 
Tracts  (Rs.  1-10-8),  Mergui  (Rs.  1-5-10),  Hill  Districts  of  Arakan 
(Rs.  1-5-0),  Myitkyina  (Rs.  1-4-2)  and  Katha  (Rs.  1-0-1))  for  each 
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case  of  successful  vaccination.  The  increase  in  the  average  cost  per 
case  at  Mergui  is  due  to  (1)  the  revised  pay  sanctioned  for  the  Town 
Vaccinators  and  (2)  the  grant  of  four  months’  leave  on  average  pay 
with  allowances  for  the  permanent  incumbent,  and  the  appointment 
of  a  substitute.  The  estimated  cost  per  case  in  the  Hill  Districts  of 
Pak6kku  and  Arakan  does  not  seem  to  call  for  any  comment, 
considering  the  fact  that  the  population  is  scattered  and  communi¬ 
cations  difficult,  and  that  Vaccinators  have  been  in  receipt  of  increased 
rates  of  pay.  The  same  remarks  apply  to  Myitkyina  and  Katha 
Districts. 

16.  General  Remarks . — Dr.  Aung  Tun,  B.A.,  M.B.,  Ch.B  ,  was  in 
charge  of  the  Depot  till  14th  June  1923,  when  he  was  relieved  by 
Lieutenant-Colonel  H.  A.  Williams,  D.S.O.,  who  in  his  turn 

handed  over  charge  on  19th  February  1924  to  Major  J.  W.  Jones, 
D.S.O.,  I.M.S.,  the  present  Director  of  the  Depdt.  Sub-Assistant 
Surgeon  Man  Singh  was  Assistant  Director  from  the  beginning  of  the 
year  to  5th  September  1923  when  he  was  relieved  by  Sub- Assistant 
Surgeon,  Maung  Kyaw  Din,  who  continued  for  the  rest  of  the  year 
under  report.  He  is  reported  by  the  Director  to  have  carried  out 
his  duties  in  a  most  efficient  manner  and  to  take  a  keen  interest  in  the 
work,  initiating  several  improvements.  The  clerical  and  other  staff 
remained  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year  and  all  performed  their 
duties  satisfactorily.
